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Humble Kemble.
Mr. Kemble was very humble before
Judge Pearson, and very solicitous to
- show how abhorrent to his feelings was
the idea of an attempt to escape the law.
Detectives had been watching him at
Atlantic City, but he was prompted solc-
Iy by his own law-abiding impulses to
come to Harrisburg and surrender him-
self. e declared that he did not khow
that he was being shadowed ; but when
one of the detectives stepped up to his
carriage in Philadelphia, he seemed tobe
well acquainted with his purpose before
he announced it, and informed him that
he was going to Ilarrisburg, and sup-
posed that they were both bound on the
same journey: as it proved that they
were. It isa great pleasure to listen to
men, even eriminals, professing their
great respect for the law. It comes bet-
terlate than never. It would have been
an improvement all around if Mr. Kem-
ble had conceived this reverence at an
earlier period of his career; he would not
then have written that nice letter re-
commending his friend, because of his
knowledge of addition, division and
silence. Nor would he have taken that
contract to corrupt the PennsylvaniaLeg-
islature.and there are a great many other
things he would not have done. Tle would
not lhave gone away to New .Jersey,
but would have taken his little sentence
at Iarrisburg and would now be learn-
ing a useful trade in the Dauphin
jail. It does no doubt seem a little
absurd to Mr. Kemble that the state
should want his services, in a shoe shop
perhaps, when he has, as he tells us, as
much business of his own to conduct as
any voung man in Philadelphia. It no
doubit ocenrs to him that the law ought
to make some provision in the cases of
gentlemen of such large business en-
gagements by which they might furnish
a substitute for the jail, while they re-
mained outside in charge of their more
important affairs.  They could well
afford to provide such a one, and no
* doubt the county would be a gainer in
the manufacturing department of its
prison, since it would naturally require
the substitutes to be skilled workmen,
This may have been Mr. Kemble's
thought while he Dbreathed the fresh
Atlantic breezes, and we cannot be sur-
prised that it took a week or two of re-
flection to drive such nousense out of his
head, and to bring him to realize the
ernel necessity for his own appearance in
proper person at the ILarrisburg jail to
vindicate his respect for the law. The
ocean air seems to be an execllent tonie
for mind as well as body : for the general
idea is that Mr. Kemble is a pretty
hard case to converl into a  law-
abiding citizen. We cannot think of dis-
puting his assertion that he sought Ilar-
rishurg voluntarily and reverentially and
penitentially, and that he would never
more think of rmming away from its jail
if he ot this one little reprieve. Ile
conld not afford to do so, he declared,
and hie wonld be in Harrishurg on the
Zith if he was alive. Judge Pearson
seemed to be duly impressed with his
present  good intention. Ie intimated
that the court had been played upon he-
fore by Mr. Kemble, who had secured a
postponement of sentence on plea of
urgent business to settle, when the real
purpose was to scceure a pardon. IDut
evidently the judge was in o charitable
mood and was ready to consider Mr.
Kemble a repentant sinner who would
L sufliciently anchored to his good inten-
tions by 25,000 bail.

People naturally wonder wherefore is
all this urzency to secure two weeksof a
postponement of sentence.  Clearly the
men, if they intend to accept their im-
prisominent without further effort to
avoid it, would as liel begin it now as
any other time., There is a purpose
manifestly to secure this further time
with intent to set some scheme in mo-
tion to keep these eriminals out of jail.
There is talk of an effort being made to
re-open the cases and to secure atrial. If
something can be done to keep these ras-
cals out of jail until the election is over
they will be safe, for they will then se-
cure their pardons in the twinkling of an
eye.

Tur supreme court of Pennsylvania
will soon be called upon to decide
whetler or not a lawyer has a right to
criticise unfavorably the conduet of his
court and impute to it political motives
for not doing its duty concerning a fin-
ished case wilh which he has had no
professional connection.  Should the

, supreme court decide that a court has
a right to disbar a lawyer for this, and
hence that it is the duty of a court to do
s0, of course the publiec will wait with
interest to hear the further action of this
high tribunal in the matter of the charge
made by one of the most eminent prac-
titioners who appears before it. In his
speech before the committee of com-
merce of the federal House—since re-
issued by him—President Frank B.
Gowen said: * I have heard the counsel
of the Pennsylvania railroad company
standing in the supreme court threaten
that court with the displeasure of his
clients if it decided against them,
and all the blood in my body tingled with
shame at the humiliating spectacle.”
The exact manifestation of the displeas-
ure thus to be visited is not stated. It
may bave been by the withdrawal of
their free passes:; it may have been
something else. In any event if the
counsel of the railroad company made
such threats, they corruptly approached
the court and the court did injustice to
the community, if the approach was un-

rarranted, by not taking cognizance of
it, and if the approach was warranted,
they lay themselves open to the suspi-
cionof being under control of the rail-
road company. Mr. Gowen says, in ef-
fect, that the court was corruptly ap-
proached and took *“‘no cognizance of
the imposition practiced upon it and the
disgrace attaching to it.” Ile leavesthe
public to infer why, but if Patterson
law is good law, the supreme court can
not leave the matter where Mr. Gowen

Jeaves it.

Kemble's Release.

Sheriff Reel arrived from Philadelphia
on Monday night, and it was said became
quite indignant when he found his deputy
had permitted Mr. Wm. [I. Kemble to
choose his own lodging place for the night.
A little before 9 o’clock yesterday morn-
ing Deputy Funk was sent after Mr.
Kemble with orders to bring him to the
sheriffs office, and found him at the
Lochiel hotel. Upon the arrival of Messrs
Herr and Weiss the party adjourned to
the jail, where after waiting jor about a
half hour they were joined by Judge Pear-
son. As soon as Distriect Attorney Ilol-
linger appeared, which was in a few mo-
ments, business was proceeded with.

Mr. Herr stated to Judge Pearson that
he desired to prove that Mr. Kemble came
to Ilarrisburg of his own accorid and that
no paper was served on him in Philadel-
phia by Detective Anderson. Mr. Kemble
was sworn and made the following state-
ment :

1 instructed my friends by a telegraph
dispatch on Friday afternoon to Mr. Quay
telling him to send for Mr. Weiss and
Herr, that I would be up on the first train
on Monday morning. I also wrote a letter
on Friday that [ would be here, I saw a
publication in the New York papers that I
would not come. I wrotethat nobody had
any richt to state so, that I was coming.
Twenty minutes afterwards I telegraphed.
I telegraphed on Saturday also that [
would be up on Monday morning. I
went to the Penusylvania company’s of-
fice tosenda dispatch to the Harrisburg
agent to hunt them up to tell them we
would be at the train. Mr. BDomberger
camo in and I got him to send a dispatch
Mr. Calder to have a carringe. I sont a
second dispatch for them to meet me.
After that I got into a carriage and drove
to the Pennsylvania depot. 1 just closed
the door and a gentleman came and said,
*Mr. Kemble, I want to see you.”” I said,
“I am in a hurry to go to the train. I am
going to Harrisburg. T said I guess you
are going there too.” I said, *“my friend
I am sensitive about this, I am going there
voluntary, without compulsion, and [ want
you to sce where the colored man takes
us."' We got in the ears. He said, “do
you want to sec my authority ' I said,
“No, I am going there anyway.”

Mr., Herr submitted a telegram, dated
the 10th of April, addressed to himself in
which it stated “ Kemble will eome up on
Monday. Make arrangements.”  Also
telegram of yesterday stating “on my
way to the Pennsylvania depot two men
asked to go in my carriage and ¢laimed to
be officers. Sece that nothing they send
will prejudice my cuse against the truth,”

Cross ex.—12id you know of any oflicers
being in New Jersey ?

Mr. Kemble—XNot the slichitest, becanse
I had an idea of coming as soon as I could
make my arrangements : I always said 1
would go there myself; 1 did not know
what was going to be the result: 1 have
probably one of the largest businesses of
any vouny man in Philadelphia: I wanted
to cowe hiere free and above board ; 1 did
not like the idea of coming the next day.

The Judge—Ilave vou seen any of the
four others?

My, Kemble—XNo, sir 3 nor for two weeks
before I kaew anything at all of them, I
was a little provoked when I saw a head
in the paper that it was all set up by Kem-
ble. I will say at that time I was with my
wifie, whom ! considered in a very precar-
ious condition. I also saw from what your
Lonor said that it I came voluntarily, bail
would be excepted—it was so reported in
the papers, I would have come on Satur-
day il [ could have made arrangements.
The truth is, I did not want to bearrested.
I went to New York to settle a business
transaction ; I put my name on the regis-
ter ; at Atlantic City I went for the mail
mysell.  When I eame up yesterday morn-
ing [ eame in the paliace car where overy
body knew me. 1 did not come in se-
cret.

Mr. Herr—Mr. Kemble state if it is your
intention if living to be lere on the 2Uith
to submit to the mandates of the luw,

Mr. Kemble—That is the expression I
made and will come. 1 said if [ wasliving.
I do not intend to runaway. I can’t alford
to run away from anything.

District Attorney Llollinger protested
against the renewal of the bail upon the
same grounds as in the other cases. It is
claimed that there is uno precedent for such
a course in the records of the county, and
that as the crime is admitted there should
be no bail taken. Mr. Hollinger also con-
tended that as Mr. Kemble had failed to
appear once there are grave doubts as to
whether he will be here on the 26th.

The judge thonght that if Mr. Kemble
had known that detectives were watching
him at Atlantic City, he ougzht not to be
admitted to bail. The arrest could have
been made in New Jersey at any time aud
it was Mr. Hollinger's duty to have him
watched so that he did not leave the state.
The judge appeared alsoto be in some
doubt as to the sincerity of the counsel for
the defense. The had ecajoled him onece
before by securing a postponement of sen-
tenee to the plea of **pressing business
when in reality the ohject was to gain
time for an applieation to the pardon
board.

*“Was not that pressing business?"
asked Mr. Herr by way of a joke.

Judge Pearson said that his colleague
on the bench did not think that the bourd
had a right to grant a previous pardon
and he had some doubts if the court would
have recognized it.

After some discussion as to the amount
of bail that should be required, the julge
decided to fix the amount at §5,000.

The Story of the Arrest.

Detective Anderson gives the following
particulars of the arrest of Kemble: IHe
and a Pinkerton detective, Ellison, arrived
at Atlantic City on Thursday. They first
saw Mr. Kemble at 11:20 Friday morning,
They watched all departing trains and as
they feared he might leave in a carriage
kept an almost continual watch upon his
hotel. In order to do the latter and avoid
detection they were compelled to lie on the
exposed beach about three hundred yards
from the hotel, where the strong gale from
the sea blew clouds of sand over them.
Yesterday morning he was seen to leave
the hotel and proceed to the railraad depot
in company with a friend. He purchased
a ticket for Philadelphia and en-
tered a parlor ecar. The detectives
did likewise. The Ilatter agzreed that
if he changed cars at the New York june-
tion and went to New York Anderson was
to go on to Philadelphia and report at the
detective agency while the other man fol-
lowed Mr. Kemble to Trenton where
Anderson would take the watch again
until the point was reached when the
detectives of the New York agency came
on duty. This, however, was not neces-
sary. . Kemble, instead of proceeding
to Pinladelphia by the customary direct
way, by crossing on the Vine street ferry,

cars at the New York junction
and crossed the Delaware at Market

street. The detectives followed as rapidly
as possible and watched for him to come
out., He appeared in about hailf an hour
and re-entered the carriage. Just as the
vehicle was about to start off, Anderson
stepped up and said, “Mr. Kemble, I have
some business with you. I want you to
come with me to Harrisburg. 1 bave
papers to show that I am not intiuding.”
They stepped in, were driven to the depot.
and conveyed by the train to that city.

FOREST FIRES.

The Danger Threatens the Inhabltants of
Plke County.

Forest fires are again commencing to
break out through Pike county. ires
are said to have been rging for several
days, and causing considerable damage in
Blooming Grove and Palmyra townships,
In 1876 nearly all the valuable wood land
in Pike county was burned over, and large
quantities of fine timber destroyed. The
woods are very dry now, and if the fires
make very much headway and spread rap-
idly much is to be feared. In the more
remote townships are houses built in the
woods, and the occupants have on many
occasions been obliged to rise in the mid-
dle of the night and go into the forest and
*fizht fire’’ in order to save their dwellings
fronr the flames. In the fall of 1877 some
tramps set fire to the woods near Milford,
and for nearly a week the town was in
danger. Onthe Shawangunk range, near
Matamoras, this county, fires are now
burning brightly and at night present a
beautiful appearance, illuminating the
country round about for considerable dis-
tance. The lires now burning wore near-
Iy all eansed by sparks from engines on the
New York, Lake Erie and Western rail-
road, though, in places, it is thought that
fires have been kindled to spite land owners.
Active steps will be taken this year to pre-
vent any extensive spread of the fires.

WEEDING THEM OUT.

Another Ministerlal Black Sheep Lxpelicod
in Disgrace.

At Norwich (Uonn.) the Methodist Epis-
copal conference committee on the case of
the Rev. Charles E. Walker, of Somerset,
reported that the charges of unministerial
and immoral conduct made against him
had becn sustained, and recommended his
expulsion. Their report was adopted. Mr.
Walker's ease came before the public last
February, when his wife left him and
came to New York with a stableman
named Tinkman, with whom her husband
charged her with having been unduly
intimate. She wus arrcetod and taken
to a police court when she arrived, but
was discharged. Returning to Somerset,
she told her story to the congregation
presided over by her husband, and
charged him with base eruelty and im-
moral conduct with several ladies, and spe-
cially so with a young woman who lived
in the Walker houschold, and who was
familiarly called * Pus<.” Previous to
this statement, Mr. Walker gives to a re-
porter a Jetter which, he said, had Leen
written by his wife to ‘ Puss,” exonera-
ting her of all blame in the matter of dis-
pute. This letter, Mrs. Walker =aid, was
a forgery. After Mrs. Walker's statement,
her husband was no longer permitted to
participate as pastor of the Somerset con-
gregation. Charges were preferved against
him, with the above result.

DEATH IN A WELL.

Two Men Asphyxiated Near Bird-lo-Uand.

This morning between 8 amd 9 o'elock
Daniel Miller, son of Bolden Miller, and
Charles Frazer, both of Gordonville, were
engaged in digging a well on the farm of
Jacob Stoltzlus, about a mile east of Bird-
in-1land,  After the discharge of a blast
Miller deseended the well for the purpose
of gathering up the fragments of rock,
and while engaged in the work he was
overcomse by the gas, and Frazer went to
his assistauce. While endeavoring to rescue
his companion from his perilous position,
Frazer too was overcome by the gas, and
both men fell back into the well., The
bodies were reeovered soon after, and med-
ical assistanee was summoned, but on the
arrival of Dr. Miller, the unfortunate men
were beyond assistance—dead by asphyx-
iation. The coroner has been summoned
to hold an inquest. The men were be-
tween twenty-five and thirty years of ago,
and Miller was married.

WHOLESALE CHICKEN THIEVING.

Over 800 Chickens Stolen Wathin Five Daya,

Besides the chickens
stolen from Mr. Miller, the thieves stole
from his smokchonse more than a dozen
hams. Many of the farmers residing in
the vicinity, who have as yet escaped the
depredations of the thieves are on the
lookout for them and will give them a
warm reception should they invade their
premises.

MeComsey
thanked the convention for the honor con-
ferved upon him, and alluded to the signi-
ficance of the present  gathering
as the initiatory step in  another
gramd strugele for  the reform of
abuses in places of power, and the resto-
ration of an honest, economical and consti-
tutional form of government. In the
memorable campaizn of 1876, and the
events closely following upon it, the coun-
try beheld the spectacle of fraud first tri-
umphant in American history and the de-
feat of the fundamental idea of the form of
government promulgated by the fathers of
the republic. The pending strugele in.
volves the preservation of free government
and free institutions, and the chairman
counseled harmony and the selection of a
standard bearer worthy the support of
every good citizen. [Applause.]
